Washington, December 17.—A. J. Warner, 
the president of the conference of the Bime- 
tallic League, which has been in session 
here for several days, today gave out an 
explanatory statement of the act‘on of the 
conference.

HEARD FROM THE COUNTRY. 


The Committee on Banking and Cuar- 
rency Gets Many Communications. 
Washington, December 17.—The committee 

on hanking and currency has heard from 
the country. Several weeks ago, while the 
agitation of the currency question was at 
ts height and the wisest of legislators hes- 
itated as to the panacea for the great dis- 
tress existing in the commercial centers, 
the committee on banking and currency ex- 
tended an invitation through the press to 
the people ag\HMirge for suggestions as to 
the wisest Methods of monetary legislation 
to meet the demands of the times. 

The result of this invitation has been an 
avalanche of communications from a}! parts 
of the country, some of which are frivolous, 
but many of which are of great importance 
just at this time in view of the commercial 
standing of some of the gentlemen who have 
made suggestions to the committee. [x- 
United States Senator Charles B. Farwell, 
of Illinois, and of the John V. Farwell of 
Chicago, New York, Manchester and Paris, 
“I think the government should §O 
out of the currency business and that it 
ought to have been done years ago. It 
should pay its floating debt at once by the 
low-rate interest bonds. 

“After this llouting debt is all pai L in long 
bonds then the committee on banking and 
currency should provide that the nationals 
banks use ail these bonds at their face 
value, as a basis for their circulating notes, 
then it would furnish all the curreney that 
the country required and the government 
would be absolutely relieved from doing it. 
Possibly, in the near future, it would trans- 
pire that there was not enough governnieit 
bonds as a basis for the circulating medl- 
um: then it would be easy to amend the 
national act by providing for the use of 
Other satisfactorv bonds. 

“Next the government should repeal the 
subtreasury act. Let the revenues of the 
government be deposited in national 
banks, where collected, they giving security 
for the whole amount received, and thus 
keep all the money in circulation. 

A Pacitic Slope Idea. 

The clearing house association, of Seattle, 
Washington, through H. W. Weeler, pres- 
ident of the Commercial bank of that ci y, 
submits a bill which provides that all na- 
tieual banks, as at present organized, the 
capital of which is fully paid up and impair- 
ed, should be permitted to withdraw tie 
bonds held by the treasury to secyre their 
circulating notes, and, together with such 
other banks as shall be organized under the 
amended laws, be used to issue thelr cir- 
culating. notes; to be provided by the gov- 
ernment in similar manner as now pursued, 
to equal 50 per cent on the impaired paid up 
capital. 

The banking house of Gilman, Son & Co., 
New York city, says: ‘‘What is wanted 
from congress at the present time is not 
more money, but some change in the bank- 
ing laws which will provide money when 
it is wanted in the future when another 
commercial disturbance comes upon us. 
What is wanted is a safety valve attached 
to the banking system, 

“This can be done by bringing in a bill 
to incorporate clearing houses under United 
States charters, with such additional pow- 
and duties as are necessary to enable 
them to do under the sanction of the law 
and supervision of the treasury ofticials, 
Which the New York banks did so success- 
fully last summer, without the sanction of 
law, except the law of self-preservation.”’ 
The Scandanavian Democratic Club, of 
Kings county, New York, sends the comnnit- 
tee long resolutions adopted in mass meet- 
ing, deinanding that silver should be treat- 
ed solely aS a commercial product at its 
market price, but as such should be used as 
security deposits by nat.:onal hanks, state 
banks or private individuals for obtaining 
the legal tender from the general govern- 
ment at conditions to be formulated by the 
Secretary of the treasury; that a branch of- 
fice of the United States should be opened in 
Kurope, where American securities &hd cur- 
reney should be Kept in such amounts as to 
prevent their expensive transportation 
across the Atlantic; and, lastly, that the 
Senate of the United states, in view of its 
tendency to aristocracy and irresponsibility, 
Should be abolished and the ‘tone chamber 
System’ be adopted as the most desirable 
torm of a free nation. 

The Advantages of Bimetallism. 

The Chamber of Commerce, of West Su- 
perior. Wis., transmits the following reso- 
lutions adopted by that body: 

“Resolved, That to relieve the 
finaneial distress we request that national 
banks be allowed to circulate notes to par 
Value of bords deposited by such banks, and 
that the tax on circulation be redueed to 
one-tenth of 1 per cent and that the redemp- 
tion fund be reduced from 5 per cent to 1 
per cent.” 

The Chamber of Commerce of San Fran- 
cisco affirms the advantages of bimetallism 
on a proper deferential basis in the valnes 
of silver and gold and adopts the following 
resolutic ns. Which are duly attested and 
transmitted to the committee: 

“Resolved, That this chamber respectfully 
urse upon congress the enactment of a Jaw 
calling in all paper circulation below the 
denomination of 310, and that the coinage 
of gold be restricted to coins of not less 
than $10 as the most effective and proper 
method of promoting the circulation of sj}- 
ver among our people. That we also rec- 
ommend the changing of the national bank 
act so that it will permit a note circulation 
equal to the par value of government bonds 
hypothecated to secure such circulation.’

Goverror Ti!lman Reads the Riot Act to 
Members of His Faction—Opposition 
to the State Printing Scheme. 


Columbia, S. C., December 17.—(Special.)-- 
Three weeks of the legislative session have 
passed and it is doubtful if the general as- 
sembly knows “where it is at.’’ Whethet to 
go On reading the code, incur the expense of 
an extra session and the governor's wrath 
at the same time, or to hearken to the gu- 
bernatorial command, open the throttle, 
rush the administratiag measures through 
and go home for Christmas turkey and 
trimmings at the expense of important leg- 
‘Slation is the question that is puzzlin,; the 
best of them. 

There is evidently a hitch somewhere on 
the code question. Some of the Tillman 
leaders in the house and the senate, inciud- 
ing Mr. Breazeale, the code commissioner, 
adhere stoutly to the belief that the code 
niust read. The house began to read it 
last Tuesday, but there has been no reading 
on it for several It is said that the 
governor positively declares that there must 
be no extra session, but that many of his 
close advisers will not give in, and that in 
the meantime there is a mighty big confer- 
ence going on. 

The session thus far does not show much 
work of importance accomplished. There is 
a world of work ahead and if an adjourn- 
ment is had before Christmas there will be 
many matters left unattended to, or debate 
will have to be cut off. 

Away with Traditions. 

As currently chronicled in these columns 
the grave-diggers succeeded in disinterring 
the supposed corpse of the scheme to put 
Charleston In the black district. 
ine opponents ot tne bill 
severe in their criticism of those who are re- 
sponsibie for this act. A pariiamessary 
“clincher’ had been put on the defeated 
bill and its opponents were innocently ram- 
bling about the streets without the vaguest 
idea tnat it was possible to resurrect It 
They condemn, too, Speaker Jones's ruling 
in allowing the bill to be taken up from 
the table in the face of an unbroken cus- 
tom of the house for sixty years. 

But there is no use kicking against the 

pricks. When Governor Tillman heard that 
this: pet measure had heen defeated it is 
reported that he raised a merry row. It 
is ascertained from administration men that 
the governor sent for a good many of the 
members and insisted that the bill must be 
taken up again and passed. It is heard also 
that the alliance took a hand in the scheme. 
holding that it was necessary that Charles- 
ton be got out of the way in order that J. 
William Stokes could be elected from 
Orangeburg, which he could not do while 
in the same district with the city by the 
sea. 
It ix said also that a trade had been made 
in regard to this measure and the new 
county of Greenwood, and that the goods 
had not been delivered. The conditions of 
this trade are not vet clear. 

The bill to elect a public printers excit- 
ing discussion and it will be fought hard.

WORK OF THE FLAMES. 


A Fire at Clevelnnd, Ohio, Destroys 
the National Carbon Co.'s Plant. 
Cleveland, O., December 17.—The plant of 
the National Carbon Company, on Wilson 
avenue, near the Lake Shore railroad, was 
destroyed by fire at 6 o’clock this morning. 
There were three brick buildings. The fire 
started, it is supposed, in the engine room, 
and spread rapidly. Two small buildings 
were totally destroyec. and the larger one 
nearly cousumed. The loss is between $15%,- 
OW and $170,600, two-thirds of which was on 
the machinery. The insurance is between 
$50,000 and $60,000, put the names of the com- 
panies cannot be obtained tonight. Two 
hundred men are thrown out of employ- 
ment. The works will be rebuilt, as the 
company contemplates the erection of a new 
plant in West Cleveland.

Hornblower Still Held Up. 

Washington, December 17.—The nomina- 
tion of Judge Hornbiowcr as justice of the 
supreme court should be reported by the 
juuiciary committee at its meeting tomor- 
row, which is by no means certain. There 
will be an effort to have the nomination con- 
firmed during the week and as there is a 
likelihood of some opposition to this con- 
firmation, considerable time may be spent 
in executive session upen this subject. The 
only measure of national importance upon 
the calendar in position to be taken up for 
final disposition is the federal elections bill, 
and its consideration at this time is barred 
by a stipulation between the republican 
and democratic members that it shall rest 
where it is until after the Christmas holi- 
days.

Florida's Great Developer Wishes the 
Bounty to Stand. 


THE CROP IS AN IMPORTANT ONE 


This Year the Planters Will Make 
2,000,000 Pounds. 


RICE PLANTERS GOING TO FLORIDA 


In the Southern Part of the State the Soil 
and Climate Are Most Favorab!ieto 
=t.e Cultivaticn, 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 17.—(Special.) 
When the fast mail train from Tampa by 
way of Kissimmee and Sanford pulled inte 
the Waycross depot this morning, it had 
among its early-riseh passengers Mr. 
Hamilton Disston, of Philadelphia, who, as 
all the world knows, is one of the men 
whose faith in Florida is the firmest and 
who has backed up his faith with his money 
The new development of Florida—her first 
post-bellum  prosperity—dates from the 
““Disston purchase," so called, about twelve 
years ago, and since that time millions of 
Mr. Disston's money and that of his friends 
have been invested in Florida in one way 
or another, until now he and his associates 
are among the largest property owners and 
tax payers in the state. 

To a representative of The Constitution 
who happened to meet the great F'orida 
developer at the depot, Mr. Disston taiked 
very interestingly about the sugar crops 
of his companies, which are now ‘voing for- 
ward to the market. ‘‘The crop will reach 
nearly 2,000,000 pounds this year,’ he said, 
“and this harvesting is now going on very 
rapidly and most Satisfactorily. The grind- 
ing of the cane began about a month ago 
and the grinding season is now at is 
height. The cane is showing up well, and 
the yield of saccharine matter is prolific 
but not so much so as it would have been 
if the October gales had not injured the 
growing crop to a certain extent. The 
heavy winds beat down the cane stalks over 
a large area of tthe plantation—not wholly 
in any part, but here and there. These 
broken and immatured stalks, of course, 
have to go into the mill along with the 
best ones, and their inferiority affects the 
whole lot to a certain extent—that is, the 
percentage of saccharine juice is not so 
large as {it would be if these had stalks 
were out of the way. We look for an ag- 
gregate crop of sugar, reaching pretty well 
up to 2,900.000 pounds. If these October 
winds hadn't injured the crops in the fie!ds, 
the vield would have been fully 2,500,009 
pounds. In fact, the tests for saccharine 
three weeks prior to the storm were much 
better than thev were three weeks after— 
and the saccharine in six weeks onght 
surely to have shown a decided = increase. 
jsut the storm seemed to temporarily par- 
alyze the work of nature.” 


Does Not Refine. 


While the mills of the Florida Sugar Man- 
facturing Company at St. Bland are 
fitted up with all the latest de- 
vices in modern machinery, includ- 
ing a superb refinery plant, the company ts 
not refining its sugar this year. ‘We 
found,’’ explained Mr. Disston, ‘‘that there 
was a little more money in it for us by sell- 
ing the raw sugar to refiners. The. pro- 
duct loses somewhat in weizht bv the re- 
fining process—and this means a slight loss 
to us in the bounty, and at present an- 
other slight I>ss in the selling price. If 
there were jus. now a greater cifference 
between the pria of raw sugar and the 
refined article, we should do our own re- 
fining and get the benefit of the advance; 
whenever the market so changes that we 
can make more money by refining, we shall 
do so.’’ 

“Speaking of the bounty on sugar, Mr. 
Disston, brings to mind the pending tariff 
legislation in congress. You were before 
the ways and means committee of the 
house recently, were you not?” 

“No, I was to have appeared before it, 
but didn't get a chance while I was in 
Washington—I couldn't wait. I did get in 
some work on the matter, however.” 

“What is your position on the sugar 
clause of the Wilson bill, Mr. Disston?" 

“In order to make it clear I shall have 
to explain my position on the McKinley 
bill. It was much in favor of the bounty. 
I preferred to let the tariff remain where it 
Was—2. cents per pound—and at the time 
when the Mills bill was pending, its sugar 
provision called for a reduction of 20 per 
cent from the existing duty. I was willing 
to accept that. Right now, perhaps, I 
wouldn’t be. 1 favor the restriction of the 
tariff on sugar—the law as the McKinley 
bill found it. What I, in common with 
other American sugar producers, object to 
is the tinkering process of the tari A 
change in any direction is almost always 
injurfous to the industry. It is the un- 
certainty that hurts now—and has been 
hurting us for a whole year past. It may 
look strange to you that I am willing to 
give up the bounty on sugar—for in one 
vear alone, since the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley bill, this law meant $18,000 in cash 
granted to our companies as a bonus from 
the United States government. But I be- 
lieve that the principle is wrong, and I 
prefer to see the duty restored. 
It has always been a part of 
the policy of the democratic 
party that foreign sugar should contribute 
a l.oeral share of the revenue of the gov- 
ernment. And, besides this, you Know as 
well as I do that, if the duty were to he 
taken off and the bounty, too, we would all 
have to go out of the business and give our 
American industry over to foreigners. No, 
sugar can’t be put on the free list for many 
years to come. The time will come, howev- 
er, when it may be safely fdone—not just 
now, however. Another objection I have to 
the sugar bounty as providedinthe Wilson 
bill, is the fact that it takes this bounty 
off gradually. Why, it’s just like a doctor 
telling':a man that he’s got only eight vears 
longer’ to live and that he is going to be 
paralyzed little by little every year. For 
my own part, I'd rather die right now 
than live eight years under those condi- 
tions.”’ 

“Are you advised,. Mr. Disston, 
attitude of the Florida delegation 
gress on this sugar matter?’ 

“Yes, to a certain extent, I am. J have 
talked with them all except Senator Call, 
who I could net find when I was in Wash- 
ington on this business. Senator Pasco said 
to me: ‘You know, Mr. Disston, that I will 
look closely after the interests of our Flor- 
ida people as far as I can do so consistently. 
You can depend on me to do what I can for 
the sugar interests. But I would suggest 
that you see Congressman Cooper, who 
keeps up with the house matters more 
closely than I do.’ I saw Mr. Cooper and 
Mr. Mallory, too, and from what they said 
I feel sure that they will both support any 
measure which looks to the aboli- 
tion of the sugar bounty and 
the “resturation of a reasonable duty. Mr. 
Cooper made a most favorable impression 
on me, and he is, I find, exerting a large 
share of influence on the legislation of the 
hour and making many friends in Washing- 
ton, both in congress and outside of it, 
He is going to make his mark as a public 
man.”’ 

Speaking of the rice crop on the reclaimed 
lands in Osceola county Mr. Disston said 
that it was a fine one this year and that 
this industry was growing in importance 
constantly down there.Many South Carolina 
planters, discouraged by the dibasters of 
last summer and fall, are thinking seriously 
or settling in south Florida on the re- 
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“These drained or reclaimed lands,”’ ex- 
plained Mr. Disston, “taken in connection 
with sou.ch Florida climate, are the best 
in the world for rice.They raise two crops 
a year. One planted in February and har- 
vested in June and July; the other is plant- 
ed in July and harvested in November. The 
yield on the drained lands 1s not prolific, 
but the quality is the best.” 

Mr. Disston went north to Philadelphia 
on the 7 a. m. train, and will return to 
Florida immediately after Christmas with 
a large party of capitalists and investors. 
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SWITZERLAND'S NEW 


A Diplomatist Who Spent Some Years 
in America. 

New York, December 17 'M. Frey, former- 
ly Swiss minister to the United States, has 
been elected president of the Swiss confeder- 
ation, and has had a romantic career. 

Colonel Frey is a native of Switzerland 
but is well known in the United States. He 
was educated at Basel and the University of 
Jena. At the Federal Military school of 
Switzerland he took the usual course of an 
officer's training and then sought practical 
experience in the line of agricultural science 
in Germany, extending his observations and 
studies in that line to America,where in 1Sol, 
when the civil war broke out, he was found 
practically engaged as a farm hand in Illi- 
nois, familiarizing himself with tf» agricul- 
tural metheds. He enlisted early in 1861 at 
Chicago as a sergeant in a company of the 
Twenty-fourth Illinois. He was promoted 
several times for gallantry. He was captur- 
ed at Gettysburg and was taken to Libby 
prison, where he remained for seventy-sev- 
en\days. He, with General Goff, ex-secreta-

ry of the navy,was held as hostages for cer- 
tain prisoners and they were sent back to 
Libby, afterwards taken from there and 
sent to Salisbury, N. C., on account of 
their ill health. His prison career 
was sensational. On his second incarcera- 
tion in Libby he was placed in close con- 
finement, in retaliation for the treatment 
of Captain Gordon, of the confederate army, 
who had been regularly tried by a mili- 
tary tribunal. convicted and sentenced to 
death, the execution of which sentence, 
however, President Lincoln suspended, and 
Meanwhile Crptain W. G. Biewart, of the 
confederate army, was placed in cell con- 
finement as a hostage for the threatened 
retaliatory execution of Captain Frey. Fi- 
nally, January 1%, 1855, Captain Frey was 
parcled at Aikin’s Landing, Va., ind upon 
reporting for duty, after recuperating Soine- 
what, was sent to his regiment and duly 
mustered out of service as captain of com- 
pany H, Eighty-second Illinois volunteers, 
June 9, 1885, having been breveted major 
United States volunteers ‘“‘for galiant and 
meritorious services during the war’ March 
13, 1865. 

The shattered condition of health and pro- 
tracted absence from his home _ induced 
Captain Frey now to return to Switzerland, 
where he engeced in editorial labors, con- 
ducting one of the largest and most peptuiar 
daily journals, The pasler Nachrichten, 
and soon became an active factor in the 
socelled social or progressive democracy, 
being repeatedly electcd to congress, in 
which body he not only served as chairman 
upon several important committees, but also 
one term as speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives or national council. 

Sent to Washington as Minister. 

When, in was aecided to establish 
a full diplomatie mission at Washington, 
Colonel Frev was unanimously selected as 
Switzerland’s minister plenipotentiary to 
the United States, were, as is well Known, 
he served acceptably up to i887, when 
he resijwoed to return with his interesting 
family to Switzerland, to devote himself 
more directly to the domestic service of his 
country. Upon his return Minister Frey 
“Was at once re-elected to congress, and in 
the succeeding election of federal or execu- 
tive council was elected by the xeneral as- 
semnbly or congress in joint session a mem- 
ber of the executive council and assigned as 
chief of the military department--equiva- 
lent to secretary of wuar in the United 
States. In this position. the important dn- 
ty of completing the reorganization of the 
Swiss (militia) army upon a basis to com- 
pare in efficiency favorably with the staml- 
ing ar). jes of its neighbors, together with 
the prosecution of extensive and unassaila- 
ble defenses of the great Gothard tunnel 
and approaches, devoitved upon him.

New Mexico, Utah and Arizona Coming 
Into the Fold. 


MORMONS, INDIANS AND GREASERS 


They Have Long Been Trying to Get In- 
to the Ga.axy—Succe:s is About 
to Crown Their Efforts at Last.

New Mexico is at last to be admitte 
statehood. 

She has been knocking at the door 
congress for admission for more .han forty 
years. In 18, before a territory had been 
@rganized a constitution was framed and 
adopted by a vote of the jp A g0V- 
ernor and other state officers, a member of 
congress and a legisiature were 
The state officers qualified, the leyisiature 
convened on July 1, 150, and cn two 
United States senators, thus compietung the 
State organization. Congress deciined to 
seat the senators, but did seat the repre- 
sentative as a delegate, however, having 
in the meantime passed the organic act of 
the territory. 

More than half of the legislaters of New 
Mexico since its org: nization as a territory 
have memorialized for admission as a state. 
In the forty-third congress (1873-5) an ena- 
bling act for the admission of New Mexico 
Was passed the house by a vote of nearly 
three to one, went to the senate, was slight- 
ly amended there, and passed by nearly 
three-fourths majority. The adoption of the 
amendment sent it back to the house and 
it was not again reached at that session. 
At the next congress the same bill passed 
the senate, but was not reachel in the 
house. The objection to the admission of 
New Mexico has been that her population 
Was essentially foreign. Mexican in lan- 
guage, ideas and affiliations. The report 
points out that she furnished 8.000 troops 
to the union during the civil war. more 
than all the other territories then ex! isting. 
They were commanded mostly by officers 
of Spanish descent. 


New Mexico’s Dimensions. 

New ,Mexico’s area is 120,210 square miles, 
or 77,568,640 acres, 9.568.225 acres of this area 
being set aside for {ndian reservations. Her 
population by the census of 1299 was piaced 
at 153,593, a gain of 34,028, or 23.46 per cent 
in ten vears. Her public buildings cost 
$600,000 and were paid for by her own peo- 
ple. The aggregate assessment of her taxa- 
ble property foots up $60,000,000. Ten rail- 
road corporations operate 1,445 miles of 
road within her borders and numerous oth- 
er roads are projected. The pubhe debt is 
$901,712.27. Her prublic institutions are a 
university at Albuquerque, an agricu!tural 
college at Mesillu Park, a school of mines 
at Socoro, a military institute at Rosswell 
an orphans’ home and industrial school and 
a deaf and dumb institution at Sane Fe, 
besides an insane asylum and a penitentia- 
ry. New Mexico maintains an excellent 
public school system with 360 male ana 197 
female teachers and 23,151 enro!led pupils 
There are @esides a number of private de- 
nominational schools, Catholic, Presbyteri- 
an and Methodists. New Mexico is rich i. 
minerals, live stock, timber and agricvil- 
ural land and will make a great state.

They would be 
compelled to charge a toll of $3.50 a ton, 
and that price would exclude all commerce 
of the coarser grades, such as lumber and 
cereals, which would not be the case if the 
government guaranteed the bonds. The 
building of the canal would bring China 
and Japan 1,200 miles closer to the United 
States than to Liverpool and enormously 
increase our trade relations with those c6unh- 
tries. 

Senator Morgan said that the Construc- 
tion Company, which is a New York cor- 
poration, had gone into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and that the Maritime Company, 
which was chartered by the United States, 
was seeking other methods of completing 
the work. About $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 in 
actual cash had been paid in by citizens of 
the United States, and every doliar, 80 
far as reported, had been honetly expended 
on the canal and every item of contract 
completed so far had been below the estil- 
mates.

canal was built originally by p ivate sub- 
scription, except those shares that were 
subscribed for by the kKhedive of Esypt. 
These holdings were subsequently bought 
by Lord Beaconsfield for Great Britain. 
Mr. Morgan then showed their rapid appre- 
ciation. They cost England $7,500,000 They 
would sell today for $75,000,000.: In the 
speaker’s judgment, the Nicaragua canal 
would prove to be an equally goed paying 
enterprise, as well as benefiting the United 
States commercially to a greater extent 
than any other country on *.e globe. 

Mr. Morgan said he regre.ced the failure 
of the senate in 1885 to recify the Freling- 
huysen treaty with ™icaragua. iy the 
terms of that twcaty the United States 
would have seeured a strip of land twelve 
miles wide, connecting both oceans, that 
would have been invaluable to us. Inci- 
dentally the senator threw a small side 
light or the executive session of the sen- 
ate ei which this matter was considered. 
He said that the treaty lacked but one vote 
of the necessary two-thirds vote which 
gould have secured its ratification. The 
nly way which stood in the way of a prac- 
tically unanimous adoption of the treaty 
was the bugaboo of an infringement of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 

At the conclusion of Sen 
remarks Mr. Storer, of Ohio, offered a 
resolution, which was unanimously adopt- 
ed, providing for the appointment of three 
sermftors and six representatives, each to 
be appointed by the presiding officers of 
the two houses, to proceed as soon as possi- 
ble to make a personal inspection of the 
route from Greytown to the Pacific and 
to learn the actual condition of the work 
and of the material and political affairs 
in.

We consumed last year, according to this 
report of Commissioner Miller, and it teiis 
the story as detailed fm hard cash over 
the counter of the internal revenue office, 
87,000,000 gallons of whisky, brancy and dis- 
tilled spirits, or in other words we drank 
6,090,000,00. glasses of whisky for which we 
paid over the bar the enormous sum of 
$509,900,000, or $59,000,000 more than the an- 
nual appropriations of congress combined. 
This represents a consumption of 100 glasses 
of whisky each vear for every man, wo- 
man and child between the rock bound 
-acific and the storm tossed Atlantic, or 
counting only male adults, 500 glasses for 
each. 

Of heer the firures are equally astounding 
The consumption was 31,962,943 barrels, that 
is 12,785.169,200 glasses, representing an ex- 
penditure for this mode of Teutonic hilarity 
of $617,258,460, or about $10 for each inhabi- 
tant. In the neighborhood of 230 glasses 
are charged up in this circulation against 
each of us as our annual allowance. If we 
do not a*erage our daily glasses with our 
daily bre..d we may be sure our neighbors 
get the benefit of our abstinence. 

$2523.750.000 for Cigars. 

In the matter of cigars, cigarettes, smok- 
ing tobacco and chewing tobacco we are 
equally prodigal. The blue incense of 4,814,- 
202,000 cigars and cheroots, and the curling 
wreaths of 3,176,693,000 cigarettes aid us In 
our reveries and us in our work 
For this luxury we pay: for cigars and che- 
roots, $253,750,000; for cigarettes, $22,332,000 
This is apportioned for cigars, 83 to each 
inhabitant or 415 for each male adult; ciga- 
rettes, 51 to each man, woman and child. 
or 250 to each male adult. All 
this goes up in smoke each year. while 
people are hungering for bread. sut this 
does not incluce the millions of bowls of 
tobacco that are consumed in pines. The 
figures for smoking “obacco cannot be sep4-s 
rated from those for chewing tobacco. Com- 
bined we consume 279 726.099 pounds of the 
fascinating weed which costs us $139,663.036. 

Altogether, not taking stock of the money 
we expend for champagne whose spark- 
linge bubbles burst about the brimming gob- 
let, and the other and imported native 
wines which drive away carking care, the 
people of the United States spend annually 
for drink and tobaceo the almost incompre- 
hensible sum of $1,641,903,460. The mind is 
incapable of grasping the largeness of this 
total, but when it is remembered that this 
is more than the circulating’ medium of the 
United States: that is $27 per head more 
than the per capita circulation, that It 
proves that the head of every family, sup- 
posing he handles the purse strings, pays 
out $195 annually for drink and tobacco 
and that every dollar in the United States 
goes each year over the bar or a counter 
of some tobacconist, some idea of its magni- 
tude can be obtained.

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FRE IGUT TRAIN. WRECKED. 


Three Lives Lost and a Number of 
Persons Injured. 

Ky.,. Decernber 17.--Section 
freight train on the Chesa- 
and Southwestern railroad, 
northbound, was wrecked at 10 o’clock this 
morning afd fourteen cars; ten stock and 
four loaded coal flats with the engine, were 
precipitated down a steep embankment be- 
tween West Point and. Muldraugh, Ky., 
twenty-four miles south of Louisville. Three 
lives were lost, one man probably fatally 
injured, three others slightly hurt, and 
about one hundred cattle and as many hogs 
were slaughtered. The dead are: 

Thomas Keegan, engineer, of Louisville; 
Jack Downs, fireman, of Louisviile; Stephen 
Joyce, a tailor, whose home is in Newark, 
©. The injured are: Albert Church, colored, 
rear brakeman, skull fractured, will proba- 
bly die; Jack* Hudges, colored, head brake- 
man, head injured; William Kelly, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., and Chris Jacobson, of Joliet, 
lll., both tailors, injured about the head 
and bruised badly. Nome of the three last 
names were seriously hurt. The three tal- 
lors were stealing a ride. They were not 
tramps and had -been working at Owens- 
boro, Ky., but were out of work anu money 
and were trying to reach this city. They 
were put off the train at Red Hill, but got 
on the train again as it pulled out. Joyce 
leaves a wife and child at Owensboro. 

ffngineer Keegan was conscious 
taken from the wreck, and lived for 
hours, remaining conscious to the 
He leaves a wife and two children. 
and Downs were instantly killed. 
cause of the wreck was the jumping the 
track of the trucks of a stock car in the 
middle of the train. They bumped along 
the ties for 200 yards until a narrow part 
of ths road bed was reacued with precipi- 
tious slopes on both sides. The derailed car 
at this point struck some rotten ties on the 
vest side. The ties gave way, and the 
whole weight of the car being thus placed 
on the edge of the slope, the road beg gave 
way and slipped down the hill. Cars and 
track went together and the coupling hold- 
ing the engine was bodily dragged after 
them. 

The engine was high in the air and turn- 
ed completely over, entirely wrecking it. 
The cars in the middle of the train went to 
the bottom of the hill and were 
into kindling wood. In one hog car every 
animal was killed but one, and the 
squeals and moans of the wounded and im- 
hogs and sheep, were most 
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distressing.

As Is Written in Isaiah, They Take 
the rey. 


DR. DEWITT TALMAGE AT NASHVILLE 


The Distinguisted Divine PointsOut Many 
Instances Where the Blind and the 
Hait Have Made Great Success.

Nashville, Tenn., 
Rev. Dr. Talmage 
on his western lecture tour, 
topic for today, a text full of spiritual en- 
couragement for those who labor under 
disadvantage in the struggle of life. The 
text chosen w as Isaiah xxxiii:23. ‘“‘The lame 
take the prey.’”’ 

The utter demolition of the Assyrian host 
was here predicted. Not only robust men 
should foritn and gather the spoils of 
conquest, but even men crippled of arm 
and crippled of foot should go out and 
capture much that was valuable. Their 
physical disadvantages should not hinder 
their great enrichment. So it has been in 
the past, it is now, it will be 
future. “So ‘it in departments. Men 
laboring under seemingly sreat aisadvai- 
taxes, and amid tne must untavorable cir- 
cumstances, yet making grand achieve- 
ments, getting great biessings for tnem- 
selves, greut blessings for the world, great 
biessings for the church, and so “‘the lame 
take the pfrey.’”’ 

Do you Know that the three great poets 
of the worid were torally blind? Homer, 
Ossian, John Milton. Do you Know that 
Mr. Prescott, who wrote the enchanting 
book, “The Conquest of Mexico,’ never 
saw Mexico, could not even see the paper 
on which he was writing? A framework 
across the sheet, between which, up and 
aqown, went the pen immortal. Do you 
know that Gambassio, the sculptor, could 
not see the marble before him, or the chisel 
with which he eut it into shapes bewitch- 
ing? Do you know that Alexander Pope, 
whose poems will last as long as the Eng- 
lish language, was so much of an-invalid 
that he had to be sewed up every morning 
in rough canvas, in order to stand on his 
feet at all? 

Do you know that Stuart, 
painter, did much of his wonderful 
under the shadow of the dungeon where he 
had been unjustly imprisoned for debt? Do 
you know that Demosthenes by almost su- 
perhuman exertion, first had to conquer the 
lisp of his own speech before he conquered 
assemblages with his eloquence? Do you 
know that Bacon struggled all through in- 
numerable sicknesses, and that Lord Byron 
and Sir Walter Scott went limping on club- 
foot through all their life, and that many 
of the great poets and painters and orators 
and historians and heroes of the world had 
something to keep them back, and pull 
them down, and impede their way, and 
cripple their physicul or their intellectual 
movement, and yet that they pushed on 
and pushed up until they reached the spoils 
of worldly success, and amid the huzza of 
nations and centuries, ‘‘the lame took the 
prey ?”’ 

You know that a vast multitude of these 
men started under the disadvantages of ob- 
scure parentage. Columbus, the son of the 
weaver; Ferguson, the astronomer, the son 
of the shepherd, America the prey of the 
one; worlds on worlds the prey of the other. 
But what is true in secular directions is 
more true in spiritual and religious direc- 
tions, and I proceed to prove it. 

There are in all communities many inval- 
ids. They never know a well day. They 
adhere to their occupations, but they go 
panting along the streets with exhaustions, 
and at eventime they lie down on the 
lounge with achings beyond all medica- 
ments. They have tried all prescriptions, 
they have gone through all the cures which 
were proclaimed infallible, and they have 
come now to surrender to perpetual ail- 
ments. They consider they are among 
many disadvantages; and when they see 
those who are buoyant in health pass by, 
they almost envy their robust frames and 
easy respiration. 

But I have noticed: among that invalid 
class those who have the greatest Knowl- 
edge of fhe Bible, who are in nearest inti- 
macy with Jesus Christ, who have the 
most glowing experiences of the truth, who 
have had the most remarkable answers to 
prayer, and who have most exhitarant an- 
ticipations of heaven. The temptations 
which weary us who are in robust health 
they have conquered. 

Many who are alert and athletic and 
swarthy, loiter in the way—the lame take 
the prey. Robert Hall, an invalid, Edward 
Payson, an invalid, Richard Baxter, an in- 
valid, Samuel Rutherford, an invalid. This 
morning, when you want to call to mind 
those who are most Christlike, you think 
of some darkened room in your father’s 
house from which there went forth an in- 
fluence potent for eternity. 

A step farther: Through raised letters the 
art of printing has been brought te the at- 
tention of the blind. 

You take up the Bible for the blin: 
you close your eyes, and you run your fin- 
gers over the raised letters, and you say: 
“Why, I never could get any information 
in this way. What a slow, lumbrous way 
of reading! God help the blind!” 

And yet, I find among that class of per- 
sons, among the blind, the deaf and the 
dumb, the most thorough acquaintance 
with God's word. Shut out from all other 
sources of informaiton, no sooner does their 
hand touch the raised letter than they gath- 
er a prayer. Without eves, they look off 
upon the kingdom of God's love. Without 
hearing, they catch the minstrelsy of the 
skies. Dumb, yet with pencil, or with irra- 
diated countenance, they declare the glory 
of God. 

A large audience assembled in New York 
at the anniversary of the deaf and dumb 
asylum, and one of the visitors with chalk 
on the blackboard wrote this question to 
the pupils: “Do you find it very hard 
to be deaf and dumb?” And one of the 
pupils took the chalk and wrote on the 
blackboard this sublime sentence in answer: 
“When the song of the angels shall burst 
upon our enraptured ear, we will scare re- 
gret that our ears were never marred with 
earthly sounds,”’ Oh! the brightest eyes 
in heaven will be those that never saw on 
earth. The ears most alert in heaven will 
be those that in this world heard neither 
voice of friend, no» thrum of harp, nor carol 
of bird, nor doxology of congregations. 

A lad who had been blind from infancy 
was cured. The oculist operated upon the 
lad, and then put a very heavy bandaye 
over the eyes, and after a few weeks had 
gone by, the bandage was removed, and the 
mother said to her child: ‘‘Willie, can you 
see?’ He said, “Oh! mamma, is this heav- 
en?’ The contrast between the darkness 
before. and the brightness afterward was 
overwhelming. And I tell you the glories 
of heaven will be a thousandfold brighter 
for those who never saw anything on earth. 
While many with good vision closed their 
eyes in eternal night, and many who lLad 
a good, artistic and cultured ear went down 
into eternal discord, these afflicted ones 
cried unto the J.ord in their trouble, and 
Hie made their sorrows their advantage, and 
so ‘“‘the lame took the prey.’’ 

In the seventh century there was a legend 
of St. Modobert. It was said that his moth- 
er was blind, and one day while looking at 
his mother he felt so Sympathetic for her 
blindness that he rushed forward and kiss- 
ed her: blind eyes, and, the legend says, her 
vision came immediately. That was only a 
legend, but it is a truth, a glorious truth, 
that the kiss of God's eternal love has 
brought to many a blind eye eternal illy- 
mination.

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TWO POLICE CHIEFS. 


Macon Is Doubly Blessed in Heads of 


Oné Department. 


NOW REVOLUTIONS AND SENSATIONS 


A New Order Prevails, and Old Ways 
Will Be Discarded—Gamblers Wiil 
Have to Move. 


Macon, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)—The 
inunicipal cempaign that came to a close a 
few days since was a quiet, tame affair, 
with little life, spice or interest in it. But 
it was a quiet before a storm. 

The new administration has taken hold of 
the reins cf the city government, and 
changes, revolutions and surprises are the 
order of the day. 

Today Macon had two police chiefs. They 
were Chief Owen T. Kenan and Chief T. M. 
Butner, and they are both good ones. Last 
night the police year ended, and all the 
offices in the department, by former prece- 
dent, had to be formally vacated and re- 
filled. The appointing power of the officers 
under the provisions of the new charter is 
vested in a police commission. That com- 
mission met Thursday and made the ap- 
pointments, but they were not announced 
until 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Four 
o’clock came, the board met and ad- 
journed, but no appointments were 
announced. No information c@uld be se- 
cured regarding the matter. Rumors flew 
thick and fast and there was no little ex- 
citement. Chief of Police Kenan, who spent 
the afternoon clearing the gridiron for the 
football Fame, returned to his office ex- 
ecting to find some official notification. But 
he was disappointed. He stayed at his oftice 
till his regular leaving time, but no word 
came as to the disposition of his office, and 
without the slightest information as to 
where “he was at,”’ he went home. During 
the hours of his waiting in another room 
his successor was being qualified. 

The midnight change hour arrived, how- 
ever. Captain T. M. Butner appeared at 
the station house duly qualified and notified 
the officer in charge and men that he was 
their chief and had come to assume active 
control. Chief Butner mace a brief speech, 
authorizing this policy, which was to the 
effect that each and every man must do 
his duty at all times, in all places and under 
all circumstances, regardless of consequen- 
ces. 

Mr. Charles Q Carnes, one of the most 
popular and best known young men jn the 
city, teok charge at the same time as first 
lieutenant of the force to succeed Lieuten- 
ant Yeager who has held the position for 
years. 

Chief Kenan has not yet had any Official 
information of his removal. 

He has surrendered none of the para- 
phernalia and appertenances of his office. 

It also seems, from interviews published, 
that a part of the poiice commission knew 
nothing about the appointments and were 
not a party to them. 

It is said that Chief Jones, of the fire de- 
partment, was reappointed and that a sec- 
ond lieutenant of the police force was nomi- 
nated, but, due to some probable hitch, 
no official announcement of this has been 
made. 

It is semi-officially reported that the new 
police powers will inaugurate a rule of re- 
form that will completely revolutionize Ma- 
con morally. It is said all gambling will 
be suppressed, that minors who frequent sa- 
loons and other improper places will be 
kept away, and that there will be no wink- 
ing at violations of any municipal law un- 
der any circumstances. 

These reports have stirred 
generally.

As an Iron Producer Ske Stands Near 
the Top. 


HER COAL FIELDS ARE VERY RICH 


Ifithe Duty Is Taken Off the Industry 
Will Probably Continue to Be De- 
veloped—Outputs Compar:d. 


Birmingham, December 17.—(Special.)—In 
View of the prominence given iron ore and 
coal in the discussion of a tariff bill some 
figures and statistics on the subject of these 
products may prove of interest. Twenty- 
five states of this union yield 15,000,000 
of iron ore, the value of which is about 
$37,500,000. The value of the pig iron pro- 
duced in this country from this ore is $132,- 
UGU, UO". 

The value of iron ore by states in 1889 was 
as follows: Alabama, $1,457,314; Colorado, 
$169,546; Connecticut, Maine and Massachu- 
Setts, $278,888; Delaware and Maryland, $4,- 
469; Georgia and North Carolina, $317,372; 
Idaho and Montana, $140,647; Kentucky, 
ogre Michigan, $15,588,369; Minnesota, 

ree is : Missouri, $470,457; New Jersey, 
$1,352,509; New Mexico and Utah, $69,950: 
New York, $3,028,676; Ohio, $515,148; Oregon, 
and Washington, $40,389; Pennsylvania, 
$3,045,109; Tennessee, $629,454: Texas, $16,129 
Virginia and ani Virginia, $91,346; Wis- 
consin, $1,798,6 

It will be seen that Michigan leads all of 
the other states in the output of ore. Penn- 
Sylvania is next in order, Alabama is third 
and New York is fourth. In 1891 Michigan 
produced 6,127,001 tons of red and brown 
hemitite and magnetic ore; Alabama gave 
1,986,830 tons of hemitites; Pennsylvania 
mined 1,272,828 and New York 1,017,216 tons. 
The output of these four states was, there- 
fore, 10,403,975 tons, and that of the remain- 
ing twenty-one of the iron producing states 
was 3,978,203 tons. The total production in 
1891 was, therefore, 14,591,173 tons. In 1580 
the total production in the United States 
was 7,120,302 tons, and in 1870 it was 3,031,391 
tors. 

It will be seen that iron ores are well 
distributed over the United States. How- 
ever, in 1839 nearly 97 per cent of the total 
output came from east ‘of the Mississippi 
river, and some 70 per cent of it atl come 
from north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers 
The Lake Superior rection produces more 
than halr of the entire iron ore output in 
this country. In 1500 Pennsylvania 
ranked first as an iron-producing

Coal is even more generally distributed 
throughout tne country than iron cre. 
ine anthracite region covers about 1,000 
square miles only. The bituminous region 
covers mure tnan 200,000 square miles. i- 
tuminous coal as tound in every section 
or every state at least except the nhorth- 
eastern states Forty-five million six 
hundred thousand tons of antnracite coal 
Were mined in the United States in 15s/, 
on an investment amounting to $162,000,000, 
One hundred and twenty-four, thousand 
three hundred and ten persons Were em- 
pioyed in the mining. The anthracite pay- 
roil in 1889 was $39,365,217. The other ex- 
penses connected with the mining, of tne 
coal were $21,837,570, making the total cost 
of production $61,212,987. At $2.50 per ton this 
vieid would amount to $114,001,2ls, showing 
a clear profit of $62,789,191. 

The bituminous thelds yielded during. the 
same year 95,629,026 tons. The amount of 
wages paid was $69,765,711. The other ex- 
penses were $15,558,482, making a total cost 
of $85,324,193. At $2 per ton this yield would 
sell for $191,258.0h2, leaving a net profit of 
$105,933,859. The amount invested in the en- 
tire bituminous region is $180,722,319, less 
than twice what the profits from it must 
have been last year. 

From these figures it would appear that 
the coal industry in this country is in no 
danger of being killed off by the operation 
of free trade. According to these estimates 
the $2 per ton price can be cut almost half 
in two and yet leave a profit to the pro- 
ducer.

The Gold Bean. 

The New York Evening Post 
an editorial on the gold situation us fol- 
lows: 

As regards the present outflow 
nobody can consider it other than health- 
ful. When the plethora of loanable funds 
becomes so great that the rate of interest 
falls to 1 per cent, and all the funds cannot 
be put to use even at that rate, the exporta- 
tion of $30,000,000, if it takes place, must 
be regarded as advantageous. We may be 
sure that it will not take place Uuniess it 
is advantageous. If it can earn a greater 
return abroad than here the owners of it 
will be richer by so much, and if they are 
Americans the country will be better off. 
If they are foreigners, we shall have paid 
our debts to that extent. 

lt is au great pity tnat such hewspapers 
as The Evening Post did pot deal fairly 
with their readers when the exportation 
of gold was going on last fall and spring. 
They said then that the export of sold 
was a horrible affuir which every inter- 
est must view with alarm, but they say 
now that the export of the yellow metal 
is not only natural, but desirable. 

A few months ago, they were seeking 
to convince their readers that the NSher- 
man law was driving gold out in an. un- 
natural way if the Sherman law 
could create a premium on gold in 
Kurope; but now that the Sherman 
law hes been repealed, with the excep- 
tion of that part of it which Mr. Car- 
lisle interprets as commanding him to 
redeem silver dollars in gold, they say 
that gold ought to be exported. ‘ 

Yet, if gold is exported now the result 
will be de to precisely the same condi- 
tions that caused it to go abroad when 
the silver purchase act was in opera- 
tion. Gold was exported in large vol 
ume in 1892-03 because Europe was will- 
ing to pay more for it than American 
helders could get for it here. Iu other 
-vords, the geld was sold to Icurope at 
a premium, and the premium, profit, 
came here. To that extent the transace- 
tion Was advantugeons, The  g¢dld 
earned a greater return abroad than it 
eould earn here. 

The only difference between the ex- 
port of gold then and its probable export 
now lies in the fact that the exports 
while the Sherman law was in opera- 
tion were taken advantage of to alarm 
the public mind. It was not intended 
that this alarm should take the shape 
of a panic—far from it. <All that was 
wanted was a new issue of gold bonds. 
When the eonspiracy was exposed by 
the treasurer and when Mr. Hurarrison 
had disposed of the bond scheme so far 
us his administration was concerned, a 
hand was lent, as it were. ‘to those who 
were exporting gold, and the vellow 
metal was poured into Europe until the 
premium Was extinguished.

From a Lecture in Boston by Richard Wat- 
Editor of The Century. 

Mr. Gilder began by saying, if asked to 
name the two greatest statesmen of the 
nineteenth century he would say Napoleon 
Bonaparte and Abraham Lincoln. There is 
no connection between two such men—one 
the embodiment of personal power, the oth- 
er of democracy. But to a literary man 
there is a curious analogy. Each had a lit- 
erary faculty which was part of his power 
of government. Both began their careers 
as agitators. Both wrote a good deal of 
nonsense at first. Napoleon made speeches 
and wrote much, and in a sudden moment 
leaped into a literary style—and so did Lin- 
coln. 

Lincoln's style was marked by no wealth 
of scholarly adornments, but by great sim- 
plicity and directness. There is, too, a 
beautiful cadence in his prose. Lincoln 
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failed as a lecturer. An hE howev- 
er, exists in the Cooper Union address. His 
powers required a suitable subject. His 
education was not broad enough to deal 
with uninteresting subjects, but he excelled 
in those which required the weight of his 
character, for we have in Lincoln an abso- 
lute grasp of truth.

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TALK ON TIMELY TOPICS, 


One of the most important acts of th ' 
past legislative session was the provisiog 
made for a codification of the laws of Geor 
gia. 

The last general assem bly came near pass 
ing the bill of Mr. Williams, the represen« 
tative from Richmond, providing for a re< 
vision of the cr.minal code. It was recog- 
nized by all the lawyers that not only was 
this revision necessary, but that the civil 
laws should be recodified. The bill of Mr. 
Fleming, which passed both branches of the 
g*neral assembly Without any opposition to 
speak of, provides that the governor and 
the Supreme court, judges shall appoint: 
three citizen comm ssioners to recodify the 
laws, making a civil tode and a crimina’ 
code. The salary of each of these commis 
sioners is fixed at $3,000, 

There has been but one codffication of th 
laws this state. Three times has th 
code been revised but these were private re 
visions. 

The original code was prepared under the 
authority of the legislative enactment oi 
sss. Three commissigners were elected by 
the legislature by baliot to do th work 
each commissioner being paid $4,000 for his 
work. Those elected were David Irwin, 
hHierschel V. Johnson and Iverson L. Harris. 
Messrs. Johnson and Harris declined the 
posiuon and Governor brown appointed 
‘Thomas R. R. Cobb and Richard li. Clark, 
who were formally elected by the legisla- 
ture when it convened later. 

The tirst revision of this code was in 1st. 
and was made by David Irwin, one of the 
original codiliers. By resolution of the 
general assembly Governor Jenk.ns appoint- 
ed Judge Hansell and Colonel N. J. Ham- 
mond to examine the work. These gentic- 
men reported that the revision had been 
thoroughly and correctiv made and 
that time the code of 180 Was recognized. 

The second revision was made in is73 by 
Judge Irw.n, Hon. George N. Lester, af- 
terwards attorney general, and Hon. Wal- 
ter Ls. Hill. 

Ih issz Judge Lester, Captain C. Rowell, 
of Rome, and Hon. W. Bb. Hill made the re- 
Vision under which the courts of Georgia 
now act. 

The kleming bill provides not for revision 
merely, but for codilication. Revision would 
mean the supplying of such legisiation as 
Inay have been adopted since Iss. up to 
tne present time. Codification Means over- 
huuling the code and putting in the law as 
enunciated by the supreme court as well us 
the necessary legislat.on. The work ci the 
codifiers under the present act Will 
be very great, altPough they 
will have the original code of B60 and the 
Various revisions thereof ag a@ basis for that 
Which they may bring fortn. 

The qguest.on which is interesting the law- 
yers of the State ils, who will be selected 
as codiliers? :

SOME CHESTNUTS THAT CAME UP 


And Were Disposed of in the Us.al 
Legislative Way. 


IMPORTANT BILLS THAT WERE KILLED 


The Board of Health Bill—Several Bond 
Bills Pailed to Get Through—Tha Bill 
eFixing Penalties for Crimes. 


Just as there are legislative sins of omis- 
sion as well as commission, so, too, is there 
@Gue to the lawmakers of» the state, eredit 
for much that they do not! enact, and some- 
times—be it said in no spirit of criticism— 
the greater part of the praise meted out to 
our legislators, and deserved by them, is 
for their slaughter of needless or harmful 
bills. 

“What the legislature did not do’ is a 
text for a sketch which will interest many 
people. 

The session of the general nebembly just 
past has not been particularly eventful, and 
yet there was a mass o1 matter before it 
for consideration. Among the bills there 
were several that had a familiar ring—leg- 
islative chestnuts, they might be termed— 
Dut some of this class were noticeably ab- 


sent. 

. There was an absence, for instance, of 
strong anti-railroad legislation. The dire 
straits in which the Georgia railroads find 
themselves, whether it is due to former bad 
legislation or attempts at legislation and 
consequent agitation, I don’t pretend to be 
able to say—may have been responsible for 
thia dearth of this class of bills that have 
their birth in a desire to jump on the rail- 
roads; or it may be that the members of this 
legislature are more liberal than some of 
those in former legislative bodies. Whatev- 
er the cause, the dearth of bills of this 
kind has formed a feature of the legisla- 
tive session. 

Railroad Bills Already Acted On. 

Among the matters affecting railroads 
that failed of passage was Mr. Osborne's 
proposition to submit to the people the ques- 
tion of the state’s bidding on the Central 
railroad when it is put up for sale. This 
would have required a constitutional amena- 
ment. The default on the Northeastern 
bonds occurred just after the introduction of 
Mr. Osborne's bill and the sertiment toward 
state ownership of railroads was not par- 
ticularly friendly just then, so the Central 
proposition never saw the light of day. 

A bill of Senator Smith, of the fortieth 
district, requiring that all railway tiremen 
must be able to read and write got through 
the senate, but was killed in the fFouse.

The two uills of Mr. Daley, of the senate, 
providing for a repeal of what is known as 
the “blacklist’’ law and the law requiring 
employers to give a statement of their rea- 
sons for the discharge of any employe were 
not acted upon by the house. 

One of the most important bills which the 
senate killed, that is from the fact that it 
deals with one of the most important sub- 
jects, was the bill of Mr. Persons to abolish 
exemptions of jury duty. 

Mr. Jenkins’s bill providing for the listing 
for taxation of stocks and bonds, the ob- 
ject being to have all such property re- 
turned for taxation, failed of passaze. 

All efforts at adopting the Australian bal- 
lot system or modifying the system now in 
vogue were killed. 

The Third City Court. 

Locally the most important death and 
that of which the most interest was felt, 
was that of Mr. O'Neill, of Fulton, provid- 
ing for a third division of the city court. 
This bill was killed in commitee, the other 
two members of the Fulton county dele- 
gation being against it. 

The bill prescribing penalties for crimes 
in this state as introduced by Judge Hall 
at the former session of this legislature 
and as amended by the senate, looked at 
one time like a sure winner, but the house 
objecteg to some features of the senate 
amendment and all efforts to get together 
in a conference committee failed and the 
bill was lost in that way. 

Mr. Robbe introduced a resolution pro- 
viding for the treasurer to furnish a guar- 
antee bond. The state was to bear all ex- 
penses, but it was introduced too. late for 
anything to be done on that line even If it 
had been deemed proper. 

The bill relating to weights and meas- 
ures passed the house, but the senate pass- 
ed a resolution which virtually leaves the 
present law in force . 

Mr. Howard, of Baldwin, wanted to 
change the name of the State lunatic asy- 
lum to the Georgia State hospital, but the 
hese did not think it necessary. 

The bill of Mr. Boynton, of Cal..oun, es- 
tablishing the quality of illuminating oil 
sold in this state passed the house, but died 
in a committee of the senate. 

Mr. Martin's bill giving judges discre- 
tion to modify verdicts in cases of appeal 
and order that the verdict stand, failed to 
get through. 

Superior Court Judges. 

Three matiers referring to superior court 
judges came up, a bill by Mr. Stapleton pro- 
viding for an increase of their salaries, one 
by Mr. Charters providing that they should 
be paid mileage, and a resolution by Mr. 
Pinson to investigate the work of judges 
with a view to equalizing that work 
brought no results. 

Two bills were introduced to change the 
time of elections of congressmen, but neith- 
er passed. 

Mr. Martin’s bill providing for a state 
reformatory for juvenile criminals found 
very strong support in the house but did 
a quite receive the constitutional major- 
ty. 

Senator Chambers wanted everybody to 
give his age to the tax receiver, but the 
senate did not think it was necessary. 

Some of the Others. 

The famous efforts of Colonel Bill Smith 
to secure a commission to investigate the 
Augusta dam ana its reletiou whe shed 
industry resulted ‘™ vue passage of a res- 
olution instru .ing the fish comm’'ssioner to 
make gsyvck ‘an examination, which is the 
aw already. 

Mr. Hogan’s income tax bill was introduc- 
ed too late in the session to bring forth any 
material results. 

Mr. Thomason’s state bank bill was late 
in coming in and failed to be acted upon. 

The guano bill providing that manufactur- 
ers should print an analysis of their fer- 
tilizers on their sacks was killed by a seén- 
ate commiitee. 

The mob law billof Mr. Hillof Meriweth- 
er, passed the house but was defeated in 
the senate on the idea that the Georgia law 
Was strong enough on that line now. 

Mr. Roddenberry wanted to prevent prize 
fighting in the state of Georgia by a special 
act. The senate reiused to consider this, 
as football was not included, and it was 
kK‘ lled. 

Mr. Walton, of Stewart, wanted to pay 
election managers and their clerks and the 
house thought it was proper. The senate 
did not think so and refused to. pass the 
bill. 

Mr. Hatcher had a bill changing the in- 
surance law so that companies should not 
be required to make deposit bonds, as is 
now the case, but his bill, like a big major- 
ity of those -ntroduced in the senate, was 
porn only to die. 

Local Bills Got Through. 

Local bills, as a rule, got through, or at 
least were acted on. 

Under the present methods of legislation 
in Gvwwrgi everything of a general nature 
has to ssteee way for local bills. It is one 
of the fauits of the system. Ninety per 
cent of the matters covered in local bills 
ought to be settled without ever coming 
to the legislature. The time of the state :s 
consumed in the most trivial matters. 

Of the bills that died in committee almost 
all are general in character.

“I find that the working women of At- 
lanta deserve all the protection that a high 
sense of chivalry can throw around them,” 
was what Mr. J. M. High, the Whitehall 
dry goods prince, said when he was asked 
as to the number and character of girls 
who sought work in this city. “Il have had 
occasion to employ a great many women in 
my business, anl they have always com- 
manded my most chivalrous respect. They 
are ladies in every sense of the word. They 
are of the very salt of the earth, and At- 
lanta possesses no better women than those 
who vork. I find that they contract mar- 
riages of the most available kind. The 
high-standing of these girls can be judged 
from the class of young men who seek their 
hands in marriage. I lift my hat every 
time I meet an Atlanta working girl, for 
I know them at their true worth.

Nois is necessary to wait until the shot 
gun is brought in. You may depend upon 
it that if ever one of Max Kutz’s girls are 
insulted, it is not a poor working girl that 
the villain will have to fight, but that 
every cent that I have in my possession 
will be used to see that he is brought to 
punishment.” 

Colonel A. D. Adair Has Views. 

Colonel A. D. Adair has some views on 
the question of protecting the working gir|s 
ot Atlanta: 

“I would not put the girls under the hu- 
miliation of appearing in court. I think that 
there ought to be a policeman especially 
detailed to look up cases against mashers. 
They should carefully identify such people, 
and having located them, there are varicus 
means by which justice may be done. Yes, 
I say that no quibble of law or squeamish- 
ness should stand in the way of a vigorous 
defense of the noble working girls of At- 
lanta. They deserve all that we can give 
them, and there lives not a man with the 
memory of a good mother in his heart but 
would undertake the defense of the pure 
and brave women who venture forth to 
make an honest living for themselves and 
for those depending upon them.”’
